LEVELAND, Dec. 12.—The Au-

“No one can 
prescribe a pana- 
cea for the indus- 
try. No one can 
say all prices mus : 
factories must cut production. 
Faulkner said. “It is a problem that 
must be worked out individually by 
the companies. We expect to sell 
more cars.” : 

“The big problem facing the fac- 
tories is to keep production flexible 
and not set schedules that will com- 
pel dealers to take more cars than 
they can handle. Dealers at last are 
getting to the point where they have 
nerve enough to tell the factory 
when they don’t want any more 
cars. More power to them.” 

Faulkner discussed the used car 
problem and cited the case of a 
Cincinnati dealer who he said had 
sold 4,026 used cars this year, av- 
eraging $10 net profit on each sale, 
plus $11 average profit on his 
financing plan. 

Faulkner said the used car prob- 
lem would be solved when used cars 
were placed on the same basis as 
used radios and second-hand fur- 
niture, with dealers allowing their 
true worth and no more on trade- 
ins. 

Faulkner urged dealers to adopt 
the “cold canvass” method of sell- 
ing cars. He said that salesmen 
would get more sales canvassing 
business offices and homes than if 
they restrict themselves to known 
prospects. ; 

E. J. Kulas, president of Otis and 
Midland Steel Companies, a mem- 
ber of President Hoover's recent 
business conference, presided as 
chairman of the meeting. 

Kulas said he looks for 1930 to be

year passed. While Ford's gain over 
last vear in the early months of 
1929 amounted to 409 and 500 per 
cent. or more, the increase in re- 
cent months has been cut to 
around 15 per cent

Mr. Browder, in discussing his 
merchandising policies said 

“It is no use for me to use the} 
old bromide of not allowing too 
much in trade when you take a 
used car in. That is a stock ex- 
pression. However, when you do 
take it in, figure closely in advance 
as to how much you are going to 
have to do to that car to put it in 
saleable condition.- Then proceed 
to do it, or if it isn’t worthy of work, 
junk it and get it out of the way. 
If you decide to sell it, put it-in 
good sales condition, and then 
watch it and follow it up. Don't let 
it sit around until the rubber gets 
rotten, the model gets older, and 
sales resistance is increased, but 
move it. 


One Man in Charge 


“In the first place, in too many 
companies sales of used cars are on 
a hit or miss basis. You must put 
one man in charge of such a Ge- 
partment and make him responsible 
for it. That is a policy we use. We 
also use a numbering policy which | 
gives us the record of every used 
car by number. 

“For instance the first car we took 
in on October 1, 1929, was numbered 
10-1-1. That means that it was 
taken in on the first day of the 
month and was the first car traded 
in that day. Tne next one is 10-1-2 
and so on right down the line. In 
November and December sales we | 
add “29” to the rest of the number 
and that stands as a red flag in the 
spring of the year for movement 
of the past year’s trade-ins 

“Don’t we carry the year? What 
for—we never carry a car a year. 
There can be no overlapping of 
dates on cars taken in @ vear back, 
because we keep after them and 
watch them. If we don’t sell them 
at the price we marked them at, 
we reduce that price after thirty 
days, and keep on reducing the price 
until we do sell them, or if we can't 
sell them, we junk them You'll

Special Appraiser 


“In the used car department the 
company employs seven men, in- 
cluding William Jekel, the manager, 
the appraiser and five salesmen 
The appraiser is connected with the 
used car department, instead of the 
new car department. He is a spe- 
cialist in used cars. and must know 
what he can do with them in mak- 
ing allowances on new cars. These 
salesmen will take new car orders, 
if they have the chance, just as new 
car salesmen will bring in customers 
for a used car. 

“Each morning a record of the 
number of used cars, value, etc., is 
made up, and goes to the officials’ 
desks, so that they know every day 
just what the used car department 
is doing, number of cars in hand, 
value of the cars, etc., and there is 
no chance of an old car becoming 
lost or forgotten 

“Our company figures that the 
only way a used car can be handled 
is on an appraisal basis that will 
permit of reconditioning and move- 
ment. A special section of the shon 
used 
cars exclusively: Cars are put in 
sales condition when brought in, not 
when shown. That is the time to 
fix them, as you can’t show a car 
that is not in condition to be shown. 
We don't believe in used car lots 
either, 


|Keep Stock Balanced 


“We stop trading on makes or 
models that we are long on, and 
endeavor to keep a balanced stock.” 

Mr. Browder has always con- 
tended that the used car depart- 
ment was the most important de- 
partment; that a dealership is no 
stronger than its used car division.

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Optimism Dominant Note in 


Philadelphia Jobber Field 


By K. H. LANSING 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 12.—Op- 
timism is the dominant note 
at this time among wholesalers of 


automotive merchandise in this 
territory, mumbers reaffirming 
their faith in the stability of the 
trade and its future. 
Comparatively few are taking on 
any more new lines for the moment, 
although several say they are plan- 
ning to do so sooner or later in the 
new year. , 
Most jobbers are now occupied 
with intensively pushing the lines 
they now have rather than reach- 
ing out or stocking untried groups 
of merchandise. Replacement parts 
are selling within rather narrow 
confines of stock items, after an 
active summer and fall. Shop equip- 
ment, which for a long run on the 
calendar, was an outstanding de- 
partment of the general jobber, for 
the most part has suffered a re- 
cession. except in the case of houses 
specializing therein, where active 


sales are continuing at a good rate. | 


Some automotive specialty job- 
bers maintaining repair shops as- 
sert that this is the only really ac- 
tive part of their business, while 
others say a few lines of stock are 
moving in a very satisfactory man- 
ner, with hesitancy in most lines. 
General line jobbers of accesssories 
and necessities report groups of 
strictly winter merchandise selling 
rapidly and in oauantity. 

Unusually low temperatures dur- 
ing the first week in December have 
Stimulated the movement of this 
class of goods, in some cases lift- 
ing the volume above that of the 
corresponding week of 1928. No- 
vember, some jobbers say, showed a 
slight advance over a year ago, 
while others assert it broke even. 
Still others aver that the tempo was 
slower than during November, 1928, 
but that they transacted a profit- 
able business. Collections are rather 


tardy as a whole and credit lines 
continue to be drawn taut.

In other 
instances the blame can not be 
placed, for chain stores, in order to 
'get the business away from the in- 
dependents, have been selling some 
| lines under cost as bait. 

The life of the jobber depends 
upon his ability to deliver the 
jindependent at a price where the 
|retailer can meet the chain store 
;competition. The dealer does not 
realize that the jobber, from the 
standpvint of credit, is his best 
friend. He will order in such small 
quantities and pay at his leisure 
| that, unless the jobber has a great 
deal of ready cash, he too must buy 
from the manufacturer in smaller 


the volume was! quantities, take longer credits and, 


of course, pay a higher price. 

Another benefit in dealing with 
jobbers is the fact that there is no 
long waits for orders to be filled 
and shipped. Dealers can get, the 
same day they order, goods that 
would take the factory several weeks 
to pack and deliver. 

Jobbers, however, should not load 
up their dealers with slow moving 
goods; should aid the dealers in 
merchandising by offering advice on 
display, advertising and _ servicing.
